Unexpected Unhappiness Dxisted Between 
the Apparently Happy Pair—Tbe Alle- 
gations on Both Sides.

A suit for divorce; one of the most sén- 
eational that has ever been filed in the 
state of Georgia, was placed on record in 
the clerk’s office of ‘the superior court late 
might before last, 

The parties to thé suit, their high social 
standing in the state, the political prom!- 
mence of the father of the defendant and 
the attendant conditions and circumstances 
all combine to make the story one more 
like fiction than a chain of facts. 

It is Dr. John P. Huntley, the well 

known dentist, who is asking the courts of 
Georgia to cut asunder the matrimonial Knot 
whch has bound him to May P. Huntley, 
the charming and winsome daughter of 
ex-Senator Pringle, one of the wealthiest 
and most prominent citizens of Washing- 
ton county, Georgia. The paper asking the 
courts to cut in twain the love knot tied 
some time in the month of December, 1880, 
was drawn by Austin & Parks, the attor- 
neys for the complainant, and from the 
first paragraph to the last reads like a ro- 
‘mance of the purest sort. ’ 
Few men in Atlanta -are _ bet- 
ter known than Dr. Huntley. He is one of 
the handsomest men who walks the streets 
of the city, and has a most distinguished 
appearance. He is a man of fine education 
and pleasant manpers, and makes friends 
of all with whom he meets. Sometime in 
the early eighties, a few years after his 
marriage, he came to Atlanta, bringing 
with him his wife, who, but a few years 
before, had reigned belle of Washington 
county and a charming little girl. Into a 
pretty home the doctor and his family mov- 
ed, and it was not long after their coming 
before that home was a pleasant one and 
one to which many Atlantians went with 
pleasure. The doctor opened an office, and 
in a short time acquired a nice practice. 
While the doctor was making friends and 
dollars at the same time, Mrs. Huntley 
Was proving herself one of the most charm- 
ing ladies to the many ladies who called to 
see her.

Those who know anything of the Hunt- 
ley family after they came to Atlanta know 
that some years ago Dr. Huntley left Atlan- 
ta for a trip to Europe to make a more 
thorough study of his chosen profession and 
that while he was away Mrs. Huntley and 
Lilkan, their only child, made their home 
fn the city at'the Markham and'the Kim- 
ball and at the old family home in Washing- 
She was a most charming lady 
personally and was greatly admired by all 
who knew ther, and at the Kimball was 
quite a social favorite. 

The doctor remained in the old country 
two or three years and then came back tu 
Atlanta. He opened a residence office on 
Washington street’'and was soon joined by 
Mrs. Huntley and Miss Huntley. The home 
Was apparently one of the happiest in the 
city and every now and then the doctor, 
Mrs. Huntley and the-child, could be seen 
Griving through. the streets. Those who 
knew the doctor by sight or his family 
had no idea that happiness did not reign 
Supreme in that pretty Washington street 
home. In the early months of the spring 
Mrs. Marie Robinsson Wright and Miss Ida 
Dent Wright, her charming daughter, about 
whom so much has been written in connec- 
tion with the ill-fated Ezeta, came to At- 
Janta and called upon Mrs. Huntley. It will 
be remembered that the papers were full 
of stories about Dr. Huntley escorting Miss 
Wright to the tra‘n to see her off for Mexi- 
co.

New York Financier some comments 


jon a recent editorial article that ap- 


peared in The Constitution. The Finan- 
.cfer does: net by any means relish the 
stand the south has taken in favor of 
the restoration of silver to its old place 
as a part of the standard money of the 
country, and it is moved to make this 
-remarkable statement: 

_ “No pewer en earth can advance the 
value of a metal which is so abundant 
‘as to have only a fraction of the intrin- 
ine value of gold.”’ 

It is suprising that such a statement 
‘as this should be deliberately put forth 
by a periedical that assumes toe have 
‘some knowledge of financial and eco- 
nomic questions. The Financier con- 
tends that silver has only a fraction of 
the “intrinsic” value of gold on account 
of its abundance. But how can abun- 


; 


seems to be a hitch in the argument 
‘right here. A value that is “intrinsic” 
is inherent in the thing itself and can- 
net possibly be affected by scarcity or 
abundance, or by any of the considera- 
‘tions that apply to the law of supply 
and demand. The editor of The Finan- 
‘cier cannot possibly understand or in« 
teHigently diseuss the money question 
until he divests his mind of the barbaric 
conception of “intrinsic” value as ap- 
plied to commodities. 

This barbaric conception has already 
driven him into a difficulty from which 
The “in- 


dian mints were open to free coinage, 
was 80 cents an ounce. When these 
mints were closed in June, 1893, the “in- 
trinsic” value of silver fell to fifty odd 
cents an ounce. But something or other 
has caused this “intrinsic” value to rise 
again to 62 cents an ounee, Now we 
desire to ask The Financier in all seri- 
ousness if a value that flutters about 
and fluctuates can be ealled “intrinsic?” 
If the commodity values of the money 
metals: are not intrinsic, but depend on 
the law of supply and demand, why 
should The Financier darken counsel 
and display its own ignorance of eco- 
nomics by employing the term? 

The Financier is, of ceurse, a be- 
liever in the efficacy of the single gold 
standard, but we' presume the editor of 
that paper will admit that if Europe 
and the United States were to reopen 
their mints to the free coinage of silver, 
the “intrinsic” value of silver will be 
If not, why not? But such 


argument that has been invented to 


‘bolster the progranimeé of the gold trust. 


It has been shown over and over again 
that even the increased product of sil- 


,ver in the United States has no more | 
than balanced the vast increase of pop- 
‘ulation and expansion of businéss in 
, the United States. 


In The Financier’s article we find this 
further statement: “The stamp of a 
nation cannot make money; the only 


‘true standard of currency, which, after 


all, is but a convenient form of exchang- 
ing products, is the labor and capital 
employed in producing the finished 
metal we call money.” 

Now, here is a swarm of errors in 
one little paragraph. We do not eall 
any finished metal money, nor has any- 
body with any understanding of the 


‘matter ever claimed that the stamp of 


the government, either on metal or pa- 


‘per, makes money. The whole business 


is so simple that even a schoolboy ought 
to be able to understand it. Money is 
the unique creation of the law. Neither 
gold nor silver is money until the law 
imparts to it the function of money— 
wntil the law declares that the metal 
Shall have the debt-paying power 
which atone makes it a standard and an 
expression of value. 

We de not see how the editor of The 
Financier eam deliberately declare that 
money “after all, is but a convenient 
form of exchanging products.” This 
function is of comparatively no im- 
portance at all. Exchanges can pro- 
ceed and, in  faet, do proceed, 
entirely om the basis of 
that if this is the 
chief function of money all that fs nec- 
essary in the business world is the 


‘requisite supply of paper notes, bank 
checks and ‘shinplasters. 


Surely the 
editor of The Financier ought to know 
‘that money, besides being a convenient 
‘medium of exchange, eonstitutes a 
‘standard of deferred payments—as a 
‘measure gf time contracts. 

Right here is where the pinch comes. 
The chief importance of money lies in 
the fact that it will pay debts and dis- 
‘charge obligations without doing injus- 
| tice to either debtor or creditor. The 
}trouble with the gold standard is that 
_ those who are now called on to pay 
debts contracted ten years ago have to 


[se twice as many products of their

‘their obligations. And yet it is said

A Strange Case. 

A man named Wise, in Kansas, will 
soon be tried in the federal court on 
the eharge of sending obscene literature 
through the mails. His offense oc- 
curred under peculiar circumstanees. In 
the course of a controversy with a 
preacher he quoted a certain verse from 
the Old Testament and mailed it to the 
reverend gentleman on a postal card. 
The authorities held the matter to be 
obscene and Wise was arrested. 

In this case the defendant will make 
the point that if it is lawful to send the 
Bible by mail it is lawful to send a 
portion of it. Years ago George Fran- 
cis Train was lecked up in the Tombs 
on @ similar charge, but his case never 
came to trial. Naturally, the fate of 
Wise will be awaited with interest and 
the fight in the courts over his remarka- 
ble postal card will attract a good deal 
of attention. 

It strikes us that when a man with 
evil intentions makes improper use of a 
portion of the scriptures in a manner 
that is caleulated to injure public 
morals he commits a crime and should 
be punished. He should not be permit- 
ted to shield himself behind the plea 
that he was merely quoting from the 
Bible. The man who deliberately picks 
out single sentences from the Bible that 
will suggest impure thoughts and then 
makes them public is an enemy to 
society, nirorality and religion. There 
should be a heavy penalty for such of- 
fenders, and it is to be hoped that Mr. 
Wise will not eseape. 

No good citizen—no Christian—evert 
hunted up certain peculiar passages in 
the Old Testament a@nd published them 
without their eontext. This should be 
the test. 


The Georgia Plan. 

The Nashville American has the fol- 
lowing: 

The recent Georgia state convention 
adopted a resolution requiring that in fu- 
ture delegates to state conventions be se- 
lected in each county on the same day. Pa- 
pers in Georgia are commenting most favor- 
ably upon this action, and in other southern 
States it has alse received very favorable 
notice. It is claimed that this plan of se- 
lecting delegates will be a genuine reform, 
that it would be almost certain that dele- 
gates thus selected would represent the 
views of those selecting them, and that out- 
side influence in counties would be almost 
impossible, unless of sufficient magnitude 
to reach all over the state. Under this plan 
it is also claimed that only voters of the 
county would take part in the primaries or 
eonventions and that colonizing voters 
would be almost impossible, 

It is worth the while of the democratic 
state convention which assembles tomorrow 
to consider this question. If the plan should 
be adopted it hurts no one and does pre- 
sent a way of arriving at the wishes of 
the people without interference by outside 
influences. Besides it is in line with pre 
serving to the people their perfect inde- 
pendence and responsibility. 

It is to be hoped that the Georgia 
plan will soon embrace the features of 
the system under which the Fulton 
county primaries include the wuomina- 
tion of all the different candidates, fed- 
eral, state and county. This brings out 
all classes of voters and the result is 
that we have a fuller expression of 
publie opinion than would be the case 
when a number of separate primaries 
are held. The thing to do is to consoli- 
date them and bring out as many voters 
as possible. It has worked satisfac- 
torily im Fulton, and it should work 


well in all the other counties.

put far the most interesting case and 
one about which Bangs a cluster of sen- 
gations, will be the proceedings against 
patrolman Lyle, Who ifs charged with pre- 
forring erroneous and slandefous charges 
against fellow Officers. 


Several weeks ago Patrolman Lyle ap- 
proached Chief Connolly and accused two 
of the best known members of the detec- 


tive force with flagrant violation of their. 


office to the effect that they were visiting 
places of questionable repute In a locality 
not far from his residence. He went further 
and charged one of the detectives with 
drinking. 

As soon as possible after having the affair 
investigated, Messrs. Cason and Looney, the 
detectives accused, were notified by the 
chief concerning the nature of the charges 
against them. Both were highly indignant 
and resented emphatically the accusation. 
Counter charges for malicious misrepresen- 
tation and conduct unbecoming an officer 
were made by the detectives aga‘nst Lyle, 

Both desired the affair sifted to the bot- 
tom and demanded an immediate investiga- 
tion by the board of police commissioners. 
They demand ‘that thd charges against 
them be substautiated by Lyle or dismissed 
after an investigation by the board. In 
the event of the latter turn they hold that 
the patrolman is amenable and should be 
held responsible by the board of commission- 
ers for his action. 

The matter will come up Friday afternoon 
and both gides will come ready for the tilt. 
It is understood that the patrolman, realiz- 
ing the fact that his position on the force 
is endangered, will introduce a number of 
witnesses with a view of proving that the 
detectives have visited the place frequently, 
that disorder has been carried on to 
an extent there that the neighbors 
others living in the community have 
made complaints concerning it. 

On the other hand it is the intention of 
the detectives to show that the house re- 
ferred to bears no ill repute and that in the 
charge made the name of respectable occu- 
pants have been assailed. It will also be 
proven by them that their visits to the 
place were made in a professional capacity, 
and it was only with this in view that they 
went there.

HE SUED MR, GOULD FIRST, 


Says He Waa Apprised of the Fact That 
He Would be Sued If He Sued Mr. 
‘ Gould-—His Card. 


Mr, Charles A. Read has a say regarding 


the charge of incompetency made against 


him by his former client, Mr. E. F. Gould, 
in the very sensational suit filed in Clerk 
Tanner’s office Tuesday. 

Mr. Read will make a vigorous defense 


‘and the trial of the case promises to ex- 


ceed in point of spicy interest the famous 
libel case of which it was the outcome. 

Mr, Read is very direct in his remarks 
concerning the suit against him, but does 
not talk in the warm strain which may be 
expected of him at the trial, as he says 
that he will say at this time only enough 
to give the public a clear understanding 
of the facts from his point of view, leaving 
the full disclosures until the trial. 

A strong feature of Mr: Read’s statement 
is the disclosure of the fact that a suit 
which has never been made public was 
filed by Mr. Read against Mr. Gould July 
23th. It was for $283.50, balance due for 
services rendered in the Hall libel suit and 
other suits based on the same grounds. 

Mr. Read says that this suit is the ani- 
mus behind the filing of the suit for dain- 
ages against him by Mr. Gould. He says 
he was not surprised at Mr. Gould’s suit, 
as the latter has threatened it in case 
he (Mr. Read) sued him. 

“I filed a suit against Mr. Gould July 
2th,” said. Mr. Read yesterday. “I went 
to his office before filing the suit to collect 
the amount sued for, $283.50, and Mr. Gouid 
told me that he was too sick to attend to 
any business. I told him that I intended to 
sue him for the amotint that day unless he 
paid me. He said that if I did he would 
sue me for the amount that he had lost in 
the Hall case. He asked me at the same 
time how much I was worth. Facetiously, 
I told him I was worth about as much as 
he would get in damages from me. He sent 
down gtairs for Messrs. Arnold & Arnold 
to acknowledge service for nim in the suit 
I filed against him. To keep the matter 
out of the papers, I did not leave a copy of 
the suit in he-clerk’s office, but brought it 
away with me. Here is the copy.”’ 

Mr. Read drew forth the legal document, 
upon the back of which was marked the 
acknowledgement of service by Mr. Gould’s 
attorney. The allegations in the suit set 
forth that Mr. Gould owed Mr. Read the 
amount named, that the debt was just, 
due and unpaid. Attached was an itemized 
account of services rendered by Mr. Read, 
showing in what particular case they had 
been rendered. 

Mr. Read had prepared ea card giving his 
side of the case, which is as foliows: 

Mr. Read’s Card. 

Atlanta, Ga., August 15.—Editor Consti- 
tution: In today’s issue of your paper is a 
sensational account of a suit filed by E. 
EF. Gould against the firm of Palmer & 
Read ‘and Charles A. Read, individually, for 
alleged damages resulting from }-gal ad- 
vice given by said Read. 

To answer said suit, taking up each para- 
graph, seriatim, and showing the falseness 
of the main allegations, is a task that I 
will undertak. to ferform in court at the 
proper time. I think it just to myself tc 
say this much, however, at the present 
time, viz: This svit grew out of a suit filed 
by me for Palmer, & Read against said 
Gould on July 28, 1894, for the sum of $283.50, 
boing the balance due for services rendered 
in the defense of the Hall and Wimpey suits 
against said Gould. The account for said 
services had been sent to Mr. Gould early 
in June, through his son-in-law, Mr. Chap- 
man. Several tims after sending the ac- 
count to Mr. Gould I saw him on the street 
and understood that he was attending to 
business at his building on Decatur street, 
during the absence of Mr. Chapman in the 
north. Finally, I m°t Mr. Gvuld in a store 
and asked him about paying the account. 
He replied that he was not able to attend to 
business and would refer the account to 
Mr. Chapman for .settlement, on his re- 
turn. 

I saw Mr. Chapman about the middle of 
July and told him what Mr. Gould said. He 
replied that Mr. Gould had not authorized 
him to pay the account, and suggested that 
I would meet Mr. Gould and talk about it. 
Accordingly I met Mr. Gould in his building 
on Decatur street on the 28th day of July, 
and told him that he must make some set- 
t'ement of the matter or I would sue him 
that very day. He pretended to be too 
weak to attend to business, and asked me 
to give him until the following week before 
bringihg suit. I objected to that, and he 
then refused to make any settlement that 
day, and finally said that if I sued him he 
would sue me for the damages that Mrs. 
Hall got out of him, because if we had 
properly managed the case on the trial he 
thought Mrs. Hall would not have got a 
verdict, 

I then left his building and went to the 
courthouse and filed the suit of Palmer & 
Read against E. F. Gould for the balance 
of $283.50, due as her»intofore mentioned. 

Subsequent to the filing of the above suit 
by me, Mr. Gould has filed that aforesaid 
eensational suit, just as he threatened to 
do on July 28th in case I sucd him. 

I also wish to say that on July 28th he 
gave me the first intimation of any dissat- 
isfaction with the way I had transacted his 
business, thus showing conclusively that 
this sensational claim was merely invented 
for the purpose of @efeating my claim for 
the $283.50 

As a further proof of this afterthought, 
Mr. Gould paid me, through his son-in-law, 
$100 on April 26, 1894, on account of services 
in trying the case of Mrs. 8. C. Hall, which 
payment was made some four or five days 
after the trial In which a verdict for $1,500 
was rendered against him. The suits against 
Mr. Gould, which I defended, violently at- 
tacked him and I used every honorable 
means in my power to protect both his 
character and bis purse. With this serene 
comsciousness I am willing to leave it to 
the courts to say whether or not I faith- 
fully discharged toward him every duty of 
an attorney to a client.

He had many dazzling tales to tell of 
the great doings of the Georgia editors in 
New York. They got so festive and went 
to see the living pictures so often that Un- 
cle Jimmie left five days sooner than he 
intenfed. He could go to the piace all right 
enough, but he did not want to. He didn't 
want to be tagging down Coney island 
once a day after a lot of Georgia editors, 
then back to the theaters and the roof gar- 
dens and the Lord knows what.. 

He preferred the quiet vales of Covington, 
and he came back a-humping. He spent 
only two days in New York with the edi- 
tors, but in that time, he says, he had a 
skylarking time of it. What, with excur- 
sions to the bowery, jaunts te Brooklyn, 
strolls up Broadway and litte suburban ex- 
cursions, there was little time to eat or 
sleep or think. Uncle Jimmie says the edi- 
tors saw a great many things, and had a 
very nice time. They changed their plans 
considerably after reaching New York. 

Uncle Jimmie will be greatly missed by 
the editors. He is loved by every one of 
them for his good humor and his genial 
companionship. They begged him to stay, 
but he woul¢n’t. 

Messrs. Cuyler Smith and Hollingsworth 
have also returned. They report an ex- 
ceedingly pleasant time. They visited 
Mount Vernon and all the points of interest 
about the capital. The dinner given the 
editors by Senator Walsh was attended by 
176 guests, and was an elegant affair. 

The editors have been cutting a great 
figure in New York. They engaged quarters 
at the Metropolitan for sleep»ng purposes, 
and since then have been taking in the 
city. They have received much notice from 
the metropolitan press. The Sun had quite 
a long interview with several of them, 
with this editorial welcome: 

‘‘We welcome to the city every one of the 
115 members of the Georgia Weekly lress 
Aj3sociation. Among them are many accom- 
plished and honorabie editors, whose names 
are known far beyond Georgia and whose 
influence is potent there as elsewhere.

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The Pryor Street Paving Matter Has 
Caused a Lot of Talk. 


WORK WAS SUSPENDED YESTERDAY. 


Citizens of Pryor Street Will Confer with 
the Street Committee Today About a 
Proposed Change in the Grade. 


The matter of paving Pryor street pre- 
gents a new phase every day. Yesterday 
two phases were presented. The work 
was temporarily suspended until a full un- 
derstanding can be reached by all parties 


concerned. 

The property owners of South Pryor 
street will meet with the street committee 
ef the city council this afternoon at 3 
o’clock to consider the question of chang- 
ing the grade of the street. 

The paving of Pryor street with vitrified 
brick has been the cause of considerable 
trouble to both property owners and con- 
tractors, and now the work has been stop- 
ped until a decision can be reached. 

When it was announced that the work 
of paving would begin on Monday several 
residents on the street objected on the 
grounds that tearing up the street would 
cause sickness. There was talk of an in- 
junction, but finally the work was begun 
without interference. Next came the double 
tracking of the street by the Consolidated 
Street Railway Company. 

As this company will have to pay some- 

thing over $13,000 on the paving contract, 
it declined to double track the street, say- 
ing, however, that if the paving was post- 
poned for two years it would lay the double 
lines. Then the property owners came for- 
ward and said they would raise money to 
pay the interest for two years on what 
Was spent on double tracks. 
, The Consolidated company at once agreed 
to lay the double tracks, and then the 
question of a slight, but important change 
in the grade of the street came up for 
consideration. This question is really the 
cause of delay and will be decided fhis af- 
ternoon. The changes proposed are not 
great ones, but it is thought will be a de- 
cided improvement. 

At Mitchell street it is proposed to lower 
the street about two feet. This work will 
be taken on to Garnett street. Then at 
the corner of Woodward avenue a fill will 
be made to Rawson street. These tWo 
changes are the only really important ones 
to be made. A few of the property owners 
have objected to them and it was finally 
decided to have a joint meeting of the resi- 
dents of the street and the street com- 
mittee. 

There has been no ill-feeling in the mat- 
ter, and it is very probable that there will 
be little if any trouble in reaching an 
agreement today. The meeting will be 
held in the council chamber at 3 o’ciock 
this afternoon. The property owners who 
favor the change say they expect in a 
short time to have the brick pavement ex- 
tended up Peachtree to the Aragon. 

If this is done the new paving will then 
join the asphalt on Peachtree and the finest 
drive in the south will be the result. They 
even hope to carry the brick paving as 
far out as the old waterworks, which will 
make a straight drive directly through the 
city. 


THEY CALL HIM AN “ANGEL.” 


A Young Atlanta Man Who Has Been 
Mentioned by the New York Press. 
Mr. Tom Felder is well remembered in 

Atianta. He is the young man who came 
to Atlanta from Americus, Ga., six or 
seven years ago and achieved such phe- 
nomenal success as the southern mancger 
of a large metropolitan insurance com- 
pany. 

So thorough and efficient was he in the 
management of his office here, and such 
splendid ability did he evidence, that he 
was called to a more responsible pasiticn 
in New York about two years ago. in the 
metropolis he has continued to go (ip 
just as he went up while living in At- 
lanta. 

Quite recently the New York papers have 
been mentioning young Mr. Felder as an 
“angel!” An ‘angel’ in the sense meant 
is a young man with money willing to 
put it up to save a failing enterprise, gen- 
erally a theatrical enterprise. Mr. Felder 
is mentioned as a Casino angel. The Ca- 
Sino has been having some financial 
troubles, and it is probable that he has 
been coming to its aid.

was POT ONDER BOM 


The Reserved Decision of Judge Calhoun 
Was Against Craig. 


HE WAS CONFIDENT OF ACQUITTAL. 


His Bond Fixed at Three Hundred Dollars 
for Trialin the Upper Court and Will 
Be Made This Morning: 


Judge Calhoun rendered his reserved de- 
cision in the case against Jim Craig yes- 
terday afternoon, and as a result the young 
engineer will have to furnish a bond of 
$300 for tria] in the upper courts upon ‘the 
charge of blackmail. 

Craig heard the sentence with easy in- 
difference and appeared not the least dis- 
turbed by the prospect of having the whole 
matter carried to the courts. 

He was alone during the session of court 
and waited quietly puffing a cigarette, 
in the anteroom until his case was called. 
He made no statement, nor was any ref- 
erence made to the other note which Craig 
claimed was written by him to a friend 
on the afternoon of ‘his arrest. 

In making his decision Judge Caihoun. 
read that section of the code referring to 
the crime of blackmail as follows: “il 
any person shall knowingly send or deliver 
any letter or writing, threatening to accuse 
any person of a crime, with intent to extort 
goods, money, chattels or other valuable 
thing; or threaten to wound, maim or Kill 
or. murder such person or any of his fami- 
ly, etc., such person so offending shall, on 
conviction, be punished by imprisonment 
or labor in the penitentiary fora term of not 
less than two years or more than five. 

“Upon this section,’’ continued the judge, 
“TI will have to commit you for trial in the 
city court upon a bond of three hundred 
dollars.”’ 

Craig seemed relieved at the sentence 
and treated the matter lightly. 

“I regard it as a decision in my favor,”’’ 
he said. ‘“‘The judge saw that there was 
some doubt as to my guilt and preferred 
to leave the matter to another court. He 
could have fined me a large amount and 
the case would have ended there, making 
it appear that I was guilty. If the case 
comes up in the other court I will be pre- 
pared to establish my innocence. 

“But the truth of the matter is, the 
case will never be called. I feel perfectly 
assured of that fact. It will be to the 
interest of certain parties to smother it 
up and they’ll do it. 

“Of course,’ he continued, “I regret this 
affair. It is unfortunate in every particu- 
lar and especially do I regret it “or my 
mother’s sake. But if the cage is continued 
I will fight it out and I expect that 1 can 
show up something, too.”’’ 

Mrs. Craig, the aged mother of the en- 
gineer, came down to police headquarters 
in the afternoon and had a long talk with 
her son. His bond was arranged for yes- 
terday evening and will be signed up this 
morning. 

The gentleman whose wife received the 
rote which was the cause of all the trouble 
was not in attendance when the decision 
was made, but came to headquarters later 
in the afternoon. 

“I intend to take this case as far as it 
will go,”” he said, “and will leave nothing 
undone to convict the man.”

Crops of ail Binds are above 
the average, but corn weuld te benefitted 
by a few showers and it is feared that if 
dry weather continues the crep will be 
damaged. Cotton is now doing spicnuidiy, 
and is blooming and bolling nicely, Lut is 
about ten days late. ““urmp-sowing is aow 
progressing rapidly. Worms are reported us 
dving considerable damage to cabbage. 

“Excellent growiug weather has preve!jed 
in north Georgia during the past week. 
Cotton has just thnrveli under the effects‘ of 
the hot, sunshiny weather. On some plan- 
tations there is as good looking cvutton as 
has been seen for y2urs, only it is late. 
Farmers are now busy finishing the laying- 
by of their cotton, wade possibie by the 
present dry weather. As for curn, fine 
growing fields are seen everywhere, With a 
continuation of favorable weather the corn 
yield will be bounteous. Peas, sweet po- 
tatoes and melons are flourishing. Some 
sweet potatoes are already large enough for 
table use.

“The weather of the past week has been, 
on the whole, favorable for the crops and 
farmers of northeastern Georgia.

Gardens, fleld peas, sugarcane and sweet 
potatoes are donig well. The cane crop is 
in fine condition and it is thought that there 
will be a large yield. Melons are about all 
Shipped. Fall pianting of Irish potatoes and 
turnips is nearly finished. The clover fields 
are in good shape and will make a good late 
crop. 

‘Although the weather in thé eastern tier 
of counties has been hot and rainfall une- 
Wnly distributed, there has been no mark- 
ed deterioration in the general condition of 
crops in that part of the state, Cotton Con, 
tinues to grow very well, but some planters 
complain of shedding. Fodder pulling is far 
advaneed, although this important work 
has been netarded somewhat by frequent 
Showers. Rice is heading out, and appears 
to be in very fine condition, giving promise 
of a bountiful harvest. Turnips have about 
all been sown and the acreage was 
fully up to that of previous years. Corn is 
very good, while potatoes, peas and pin- 
ders could not, as a rule, be better..

hold-off on all sides, as the committee is 
reserving its arguments and force until the 
meeting in August, when there will be’ an 
exhaustive showing of the entire situation 
made. The annual statements of all the 
compressors interested in the Interior Com- 
pressing association will be prepared and 
ihe committee intends to make a showing 
that will startle. the railroad people and 
show them that the reduction was certainly 
not after a thorough investigation into the 
cost of compressing. | 

The reduction Was made on account of the 
bad compressing indulged in by some cf 
the compressors. This rendered it impossible 
for the railroads to put the proper number 
of bales into a twenty-eight foot car. By 
this loose compressing more bales were 
made, as a natural consequence. The rate 
has heretofore been 10 cents, and still is for 
‘the present, but September isk has been 
set as the time for the change. The change 
knecks 3 cents profit off every 100 pounds, 
or about 15 cents from: the bale. Accordingly 
the compress men are entering into a con- 
solidated move to induce the railroads to re- 
consider this move, as there would be no 
profit lett in the business, according to 
their claim. 

It is claimed by those not in the business 
that a profit of 50 per cent is made on 
every bale pressed, but the men who have 
to do the compressing say that their profit 
is only 20 cents a bale now, including the 
wear and tear, and that if the reduction 
goes into force it will be less than 5 cents. 
This.would make the profit much less than 
a fair rate of interest, which could easily 
be secured. But the compress men agree 
that with the cut in fees no one would 
want the :machine.y, unless the roads buy 
it at a sacrifice. There are to be taken .nto 
consideration salaries, wear and tear, insu- 
rance and dull times or bad crops, and it 
vill readily be seen, from khe compressors’ 
point of view, that it would be death to the 
business to permit the reduction to go into 
effect. 

With a view to considering a reconsidera- 
tion the committee, which is composed of 
Messrs. Fisk, of Montgomery, Ala., chair- 
man; H. T. Inman, of Atlanta; T. F. How- 
ell, of Rome, Ga.; James L. Lapsley, of 
Annision, Ala.; A. F. Johnston, of Memphis, 
Tenn., and Judge Sandy Lumpkin, of At- 
lanta, will, as already sta.ed, go to Man- 
hattan beach to attend the adjourned ses- 
sion of the Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association.
